Q , Officers, Miniſters and Subje&s whatſoever they be (as well within Liberties as without) to whom theſe Preſerts ſhall come, Greersng. CUbereas the 
L Cathedral Church of St. Pal, fituate in Our City of Lond, famous herctofore for Magnificent Strufture , anda principal Ornament not only of that 
City, but alſo of the whole Kingdom, by the late dreadfulFire in Loxdon was Deſtroyed and Conſumed to ſucha degree , that no part of the Anticnt 
Walls or StruEture thereof could with any ſafety be relyed upon or left ftanding : And We taking into Our conſideration, that Our Royal Grandfather , 

and Father, were pleaſed when the ſaid Church was ſtanding, but grown much in decay, to ſet forward that great and honourable Work of Upholding 

and Repairing of the ſaid Church, and to grant ſeveral Commiſſions in Order to the accompliſhing of that Work, with ſundry good direttions therein 
contained, to that purpoſe ; We very willing to purſue their Pious and Royal Intentions; But finding it was become abſolutely neceſſary totally to 
demoliſh and raze to the Ground all the Reliques of the former Buildings , did reſolve in the ſame Place , but upon New Foundations, to Erect a New 
Church; And tothe end the fame might Equal, if not Exceed the Splendor and Magnificence of the former Church when it was 1n its beſt Eſtate ; 

And ſo become much more than formerly the Principal Ornament of that Our Royal City, to the Honour of Our Government , and this Our Realm : 

; After long conſideration and Advice taken, We thought fit by Our Commiſſion under Our Great Scal of Englazs, bearing date the Twelfth 
day of November in the Twenty Fifth Year of Our Reign, to nominate and appoint the Lord Mayor of the City of Loxdon, the Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canteroury, the Lord Chancellor 
of Enzland, and lundry other Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and divers other perſons ef Qua ity to be Our Commiſſioners for the Rebuilding , New-creCting, Finiſhing and 
Adorning of the ſaid Cathedral Church of St. Paul in Loxdoy, in the ſame Church-Yard, but upon New Foundations, and according to the Delign and Model prepared , and by Us approved. 
In purſuance of which Our Commiſſion, the faid Lord Mayor, and the reſt of the Commiſſioners, have begun the ſaid Work and made a fair Progrels therein ; but We iinding that 
not withſtanding many perſons have contributed to the ſame, and that an Impoſition hath by Our conſent in Parliament been laid upon Coals, at Four pence half-peny per Chalaron, towards 
Rebuilding of the ſame Church : Yet that without further Aydes throughout all parts of this Our Realm, this ſo great a work will not be Finiſhed , and it being an undoubted truth 
that although the Care and Over-ſight of the firſt Ere&tion of that Church were undertaken by a few, yet the Expence proceeded from the Charitable Aydes of a great number of People, 
which courlc we think will be neceſfary to be purſued ;. and have therefore reſolved to recommend this Pious and Charitable work to all Our loving Subjefts in and throughall che Counties , 
Cities, Towns and Pariſhes of this Our Kingdom of Exg/avd, and Dominion of Wales. And ſince in the times of Superſtition and Ignorance, Men were willing (tor the Service of God) 
to part with ſo much of their Subſtance as neceſſarily was ſpent in the Ere&tion of ſuch a Magnificent StruQure ; It cannot be without Scandal to theſe times, in which God hath been plealed 
to guide the Church of England in the true ways of his Worſhip, if ſuch a Work begun, and ſo far proceeded in, ſhould not be finiſhed. And Whereas in Our ſaid Commiſſion of the 
Twelfth of November atorclaid , in the further foreſight of the greatneſs and difficulty of the faid Work , and for a further ſupply by a general and liberal Contribution of all Our loving 
Subjects of this Kingdom, We did give unto Our faid Commiſſioners full Power and Authority from time to time to conſult , adviſe, and agree of ſuch Forms of Letters Patents, to be 
drawn in a more eſpecial manner than ordinary Briefs are wont to be , according to the extraordinary nature of this caſe , for publick Colle&ions to be made throughout this Our Realm ot 
'  Exgland, and Dominion of Wales. And Our laid Commiſſioners having by their humble Petition made addreſs unto Us for ſuch Letters Patents to Iſſue under Our Great Seal, that ſo Pious 
_ and Charitable a Work may not be at a ſtand, to the diſhonour of Religion , and reproach of this Kingdom. Mow know ye therefore, That we having graciouſly condeſcended unto 

. their humble —_ herein, of Our Pious and Charitable Inclinations to the promoting.of{ good a Work, which We would rejoyce to ſee finiſhed: And of Our eſpecial Grace and 
Princely Compaſſhon , Dave given and granted, and by theſe Our Letters Patents under the Great Seal of Exg/and, do give and Grant unto the Right Reverend Father in God , Our Right 
Truſlty and Well-bcloved Councellour, Hezry Lord BiſhoÞ of Logdar, Degp of Our Chap l Royal, and to the Biſhop of Loxdoz for the time being ; To Our Right Truſty and Well-beloved 
Edward Stillinefleet , DoCtor in Divinity , Dean of the Cathedral Church of St. Paul in aa cg Francis Turner DoCtor in Divinity , John Tillsſom Door in Divinity , and William Ho!2-r 
Dottor in Divinity , Reſidentiaries of the ſaid Cath&gal Church , and to the Dean and Reſidentiaries of the ſaid Cathedral Church for the time being, and unto their Deputy and Deputics, 
the Bearer and Bearers hereof ( Authorized and Depttted in that behalf as afterwards in theſe Preſents is appointed) full Power , Licenſe and Authority , to ask, gather, receive and take 
the Charitable Contribution, as well upon former Briefs as this, of all Our loving Subjetts , not only Houſholders, but alſo Servants , Strangers and others, in all and every the Counties, 
Citics, Towns, Cinque-ports, Towns-Corporate, Univerſities, Colledges, Halls, Inns of Court and Chancery » Boroughs, Liberties, Precints, Priviledged Places, Pariſhes, 
Chappelries, Villages, Hamlets, and all other places whatſoever, within Our Kingdom of Exg/and, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upcn Tweed, for and towards the Re-building 
and Finiſhing of the ſaid Church. And we do more eſpecially recommend the care of the due Execution of theſe Our Letters Patents unto the Lord Mayor , Aldermen and Citizens of the 
City of Lenaoz, and all other Perſons whatſoever reſiding and dwelling within the ſame City ; To the end that they being therein more particularly concerned , may be Exemplary unto the 
reſt of Our ſaid Kingdom. And therefore We will and Command all and ſingular the Arch-Biſhops , and Biſhops, of all and ſingular the Provinces and Dioceſſes within Our faid Kingdom 
of Enol:ind and Dominion of Wales, That they and every of them do give a particular Recommendation and command to all the Parſons, Vicars and Curates, of all and every the Pariſhes 
and other places, as well within Liberties as without , within their reſpe&ive Dicceſſes, for the advancement of this ſo Pious a Work, unto whoſe Paternal care and inſpeQton we chiefly 
recommend the purſuit of theſe Our Letters Patents ; and that they do effeQually ſtir up their inferiour Clergy, to give fit Arguments t9 their reſpeQive Flocks, both by Exhortation and 
Example , for a liberal Contribution herein. And for the more certain anſwering of all ſuch Sums of Money, and alſo to the intent a Teſtimony may remain to Poſterity of the Pious 
Bounty and Liberality of ſuch as ſhall contribute to ſo good a Work, as ſhall be thus ColleCed or agreed to be paid , you ſhall prepare one or more Book or Books for each County within 
your Diocelles, wherein ſhall be written the Names of all thoſe that ſhall contribute, and the Sum of Money which {hall be preſently given and Colle&ed, together with ſuch Sums of 
Money as they will be pleaſed afterwards to beſtow on that Work, and the times they will make payment thereof; to which We will their Names be under-written. Which Book or 
Books ſhall always be kept in ſome fate or publick place within the County , by direQion of the Biſhop, and in order to be returned , within three Months after the ColleQticn made, 
to Our ſaid Commiſſioners , and all ſuch Sums of Money as you ſhall receive. And the ſaid Parſons, Vicars and Curates , upon the next Lords day after that true Copies of theſe Our 
Letters Patents ſhall be delivered unto them , Deliberately and EffeQually to publiſh and declare the Tenor of theſe Our Letters Patents unto Our loving SubjeAs , and earneſtly to exhort , 
perſwade, and ſtir them up to extend their liberal contributions herein. And the reſpeQive Church-wardens and Chappel-wardens , of the faid ſeveral Pariſhes and Chappelries, are 
hereby required upon the Week days following the {aid Lords day , to ask and receive from all their Pariſhioners, as well Maſters and Miſtreſſes , and Servants, as Others in their Families, 
the Charitable Contributions of them, and every of them, and to move and deſire them t6fubſcribe their Names ſeverally and reſpeQively to ſuch Charitable Contributions, in purſuance 
of theſe Our Letters Patents. And the Sum or Sums of Money , by them reſpeQively given; in one or more Books as occaſion ſhall require, fairly written. And after ſuch Colleftion 
made, they are in the preſence of the reſpeCtive Inhabitants on the next Lords day following , to ſubſcribe the whole Sum upon Books under their hands, and to enter the ſame into Books of 
Accounts for the ſame Pariſhes, and the Sums contributed within the ſaid Pariſhes, and the ces where and the Times when the ſame were Collgted. And they are allo to deliver the 
ſame unto the {aid Parſons , Vicars or Curates reſpeCtively , together with the Books wheran the Perſons contributing have ſubſcribed , who areto take care that the reſpeCtive Church- 
wardens do their duties in the premiſes, or otherwiſe do certifie their negle& unto the Biſhop of the Dioceſs; to the intent that ſuch negle& may he ſupplied by other care, and the Perſon 
offending may be puniſhed for the ſame according to Law. And the ſaid Parſons, Vicars ad Curates reſpeCtively , are to ſend the ſaid Monies with a Duplicate of the ſaid Accounts unto 
the reſpeQtive Biſhops of the ſeveral Dioceſſes, by ſuch means, and within ſuch a time as they ſhall dire&, to be by them diſpoſed as herein after is declared. And for the better per- 
formance of this ſo Pious and Charitable a Work, the ſaid Parſons, Vicars and Curates, refpeCtively , are deſired ( where conveniently they may) to accompany the faid Church- 
wardens in asking and receiving the ſaid Contribution , or procure ſome other of the Chief Inhabitants in the ſaid Pariſhes reſpeftively to do the ſame. And Our further Will and Pleaſure 
1s, and We do heceby for the better advancement of theſe Our Pious intentions, Will, Require, and Command the Biſhops, and all other Dignitaries of the Church, that they make 
their Contributions diſtinttly , to be returned in the ſeveral Provinces to the reſpe&ive Arch-Biſhops of the ſame. And alſo, that all Our loving Subjects of this Kingdom , of what 
Dignity, Degree, or Quality foever, may Contribute to the ſame: We do declare, that as We Our ſelf have already Contributed, We are Graciouſly pleaſed farther diſtinaly 
to Contribute, and do require that all Our Court and Council do the like ; and do fecommend it to all Heads and Governours of Colledges and Halls in both Our Univerſities ; 
and alſo to the Judges and Officers of all and every Our reſpe&tive Courts at Weſtminſter , and the Profeſſors of the Laws, both Common and Civil; and to all Students of the 
ſeveral Inns of Courts and Chancery , that they and every of them will Contribute theiy free and Charitable Benevolence herein, in ſuch manner and order as ſhall be moſt effeQtual 
to perform the ſanfe. And Laſtly ,, Our Will and Pleaſure is, and we do hereby recommqad unto the care and circumſpeCtion of all and Singular the Arch-Biſhops and Biſhops of the ſaid 
reſpeCtive Provinces and Dioceſſes, that it be ſo ordered, that the Colle&ion and Return of thy faid Monies may without Gems or any DeduCtions to be made out of the ſaid Contributions, 
be made and Returned by the ſaid reſpeCtive Arch-Biſhops , and other Our Officers and Minſſters , who are hereby impowered to receive the ſame, with all the ſaid Copies and Accounts 
under their Hands, unto Sir Thomas Player, the preſent Treaſurer , or to the Treaſurer for the time being ; as likewiſe that the Monies be paid into the Chamber of Londoz, the preſent 
Treaſury of all Monies deſign'd for the carrying on of the ſaid Work, to be imployed and difpoſed of in and towards the Building and Finiſhing of the ſaid Cathedral Church, according ts 
ſuch Orders and DireQtons, as Our ſaid Commiſſioners for Re-building of the ſaid Chirch by Us appointed ſhall give therein, for the more ſpeedy and effeual proſecution of the end 


of theſe Our Letters Patents. Jn Witneſs whereof, We have cauſed theſe Our Letters to he made Patents for the ſpace of Three whole Years, ext after the Date hereof to enſue, agd 
nolonger. Titneſs Our (elf at Weſtminſter the Eight and Twentieth day of March, in ie Four and Thirtieth Year of Our Reign. 
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
